June 2, 1861—The Confederate Privateer Schooner Sa- 
vannah Was Captured by the U. S. Brig Perry The 


Inaus picious Beginning of Southern Privateering. 


(Copyright, 1911, by Associated Literary Press.) 
IFTY years ago today, some six- 
T ty miles east of Charleston, the 
United States brig-of-war Perry 
captured the schooner Savannah, the 
first privateer commissioned .by the 
Confederate government. 


The Perry fired but sixteen shots 
in all, the Savannah but four. There 


were no killed or wounded and neither 


vessel was crippled, the Perry going 
unhit and the Savannah having only 
a couple of shot through her sails. 

The importance of the affair lay in 
the fact that the capture of the Sa- 
Vannah, the first made by a United 
States vessel in the war, brought up 
the question of the treatment of the 
captain and crew of a | privateer— 
whether they should be considered 
prisoners of war or pirates. 


The capture was also significant be- 


cause of the short distance the pri- 
vateer had proceeded on her voyage 
before being taken.

The Savannah had formerly been a 
pliot boat in Charleston harbor. and 
had been fitted out by several citizens 
of that city in response to President 
Davis's proclamation of April 17, in- 
viting applications for letters of 
marque and reprisal. | 

On May 18 she had been commis- 
sioned “to act as a private armed 
vessel in the service of the Confed- 
erate States on the high seas against 
the United States of America, their 
ships, vessels, goods and effects, and 
these of their citizens." Her com- 
mission was the first iasue to a pri- 
vateer by the Confederacy.

Yet when a sail was sighted and 
found to be that of a Yankee vessel, 
the Savannah gave chase and even- 
tually overhauled the brig Joseph of 
Rockland, Me., bound with a cargo of 
sugar from Cuba to Philadelphia. 

The brig’s crew numbered only six, 
all told, and she was easily taken. A 
prize crew of six men was put on her 
and she was sent to Beaufort, 8. . 
there to be condemned and sold. 

Hardly had this been done. how- 
ever, when schooner and brig were 
sighted by the United States brig-of- 
war Perry. a fourth-rate sailing brig 
of 276 tons, carrying seven guns, com- 
manded by Lieut. E. G. Parrott.

‘TALK OVER GARBAGE PUZZLE. 


Company's Proposal for More 
Money not Accepted, But Promise 
Made to Live up to Contract. 
After an executive session of the 
Mayor, the Council, Board of Public 
Works and the proprietors of the V. 
which has 
‘the collection and disposal of gar- 
bage, held in the office of the Mayor 
last night. the only agreement ap- 
better- 


ly taken up with a discussion of the 
company's proposal to make added 
collections at a price nearly double 
the present contract. It was pointed 
out that to make five collections a 
week instead of two in the residence 
district, five collections weekly in the 
fire limits and seven collections in 
the downtown district, where the big 
hotels and restaurants are located, 
would require extra teams and men. 
The company further showed that 
since the contract became effective 
many large apartment-houses and 
hotels have been built, which greatly 
increased the output of garbage, and 
that the contract did not cover the 
expansion of the city, in this respect. 
An effort was made to have the 
company increase its collections in 
the residence district, from which so 
many complaints have been received 
by the Roard of Public Works as to 
the non-collection of garbage, but 
the company held out for more 
money, and on this rock the session 
split. 
| The city would not agree to amend 
the contract so as to provide for an 
‘inerease in the price. The matter 
outwardly stands where it was, with 
the determination. however, of the 
Roard of Public Works to compel a 
strict observance of the contract. un- 
‘til some better plan of collecting 
garbage is formulated.

‘CHINESE TAKE THE CUE. 


— — 

Quickly Catch on to Yankee Ideas; 

Give up Treating Wives as Inferior 

Beings, Says Consul. 

In Southern China persons from the 
United States are in higher favor 
that people of any other nationality, 
according to Julian H. Arnold of 
China. He arrived at. the Hayward 
yesterday with his wife. 

“There are several reasons which 
have strengthened this, feeling.” said 
Mr. Arnold. “Chief of these was the 
coming of the American fleet. It 
made its only Chinese stop “en 
voyage” at Amoy. The conduct of 
the American sailors Was exemplary 
and the officers were given a number 
of brilliant receptions in which they 
proved themselves men.uof the high- 
est type, a thing which did not fail 
to impress itself on the Oriental mind. 

“The second thing which made the 
Americans so popular was the com- 
ing of the representatives of the Pa- 
cific Coast Chambers of Commerce. 
Willis Booth of Los Angeles distin- 
guished himself as a speaker, a h 
and an all around American. One o 
the things which the Chinese at that 
time enjoyed immensely was the vis- 
it of the women who traveled with 
their husbands. 

“To the Oriental mid this is a 
very unusual thing. They do not 
think very much of their wives, 
classing them as inferiors and even 
the Chinese of rank insist on eating 
|first, while their wives stand by and 
| wait the completion of the meal of 
their lords, when they in Humility, sit 
down and dine. The fact that the 
Americans seemed to pay particular 
attention to their women relatives 
was a surprise and rather an educa- 
| tive thing. for since that. time some 
of the Chinese who were interested 
onlookers and appeared at several 
|functions given in honor A the visi- 
tors. have been seen in peblic with 
their wives.“ 

Arpold was one of the first young 
men sent to China by the government 
of this country to study the language. 
There were ten in the fiyrst group 
which went to the Peking’ University 
and there studied the manners, the 
language and history of the Chinese. 
Their Urst duty was as interpreters, 
but most of them have risen to the 
consular rank. Each year the gov- 
ernment. according to Arnold, is send- 
ing ten young men to the same uni- 
versity, and it will not be léng before 
America has one of the ablest bodies 
of representatives in the Orient. 

Of the country arof®d Amoy, Ar- 
nold said that it is simijar in climate 
to our South. “The chief industry.” 
he said “is the furnishing of coolie 
labor to the surrounding territory and 
there are 100,000 Chinamen who come 
and go hy the port of Amoy each 
year to the Philippines, Australia, 
Hawali, and the islands of the South 
‘Seas. Many of them become traders 
and some of them have retired, weal- 
‘thy. The products are not many, 
rice, nuts and a few citrug fruits. 
There is great opportunity for 
American commerce and American 
products, if the merchants and manu- 
facturers witl awaken to that fact.”

stands abead of all modern librettists. He | 
flayed unmercifully the shame of British | 


high society and the humbugs of jacks-in- 
office; like Thackeray, he was the sworn 
foe of snobbery. 

His “First Lord's Song” in “Pinafore,” 
with its well-known refrain, “Stick close to 
your desk and never go to sea, And you all 
may be rulers of the Queen's navee,” led to 
considerable shaking up of things in the 
admiralty offices. His Peers Song,” in 
“Tolanthe,” would have been an excellent 
election catch for the Liberal party at the 
last general election in Great Britain. Such 
lines as the following are in his happiest 
vein: 

“When Wellington licked Bonaparte, as 
every child can tell, 

The house of peers throughout the war 

Did nothing in particular, 


And did it very well!” 


His amusing skit, “Etiquette.” published 
in the last edition of “The Bab Ballads,“ hit 
off very humorously the English character- 
istic of class-aloofness. We wish we had 
space to reproduce it in our columns. 

Like many other talented, but unortho- 
dox, writers, W. 8. Gilbert, at one time a 
briefless barrister, bad considerable diffi- 
culty in obtaining the ear of the publisher. 
His first successful piece, “The Yarn of 
the Nancy Bell,“ was refused by all the 
leading London “comics” from “Punch” 
downward; but accepted by an obscure 
penny weekly, it at once caught on with the 
crowd, as have ‘since all his comic light 
operas, 

But he was so unpopular with the beads 
of government departments and soc 
leaders in London that it was not till Bis 
Tist birthday that he received from his 
country the honors he so well deserved. In 
1906, at the express command of Edward 
VII, who was broad-minded enough to ap- 
preciate a joke at his own expense, he re 
ceived his tardy knighthood. His complaint 
of the tediousness of the nations! anthem 
is supposed to have tickled the king, espe- 
cially the first eight lines: 

“A monarch is pestered with cares, 

Though no doubt he can often trepan 
But one comes in a shape be can never es- 

cape— 

The implacable National Anthem! 


“Though its words but imperfectly rhyme, 
And the devil himself couldn't scan them; 
With composure polite he endures day and 
night 
That illiterate National Anthem!” 
Although essentially a , Gilbert was 
capable of adding a 22 touch even to 
his most bizarre extravaganzas. Witness 
the pretty ballad song, when lolanthe pleads 
with the Lord Chancellor for the life of ber 
son, by reminding him of his own dead wife. 
“He loves; if fondly laid aside 
In some old cabinet— 


Memorials of thy long dead bride -l 


Lie dearly cherished yet; 

Then let her hallowed bridal dress, 
Her little dainty gloves, 

Her withered flowers, her faded tress 
Plead for my boy—he loves!” 

Many more ambitious poets have attempt- 
ed to strike the pathetic note in grander 
strains and not succeeded as has this trivia! 
song from a comic opera, Gilbert will prob- 
ably obtain no niche in Westminster Abbey, 
yet perhaps he will win something far bet- 
ter. Could we but ce across the Great 
Divide and watch Tis soi enter the many 
mansions of the b „ foremost among 
the shining spirits to give him welcome 
we should see our own Mark Twain, the 
leader of that brilliant company who fil] the 
temple of immortal scribblers. 


OGRAM REDIVIVUS. 
In his novel of Martin  Chuzzlewit 
Charles Dickens burlesques the wild and 
woolly statesman of the West in the per- 
son of the Hon. Elijah Pogram, of whom an 
admirer says, “True he is rude, 80 air our 
bars. True he is rough, so air our buffalers. 
But he is a child of freedom and his an- 
swer to the despot and the tyrant is that his 
home is in the bright settin’ of the sun.” 

Pogram is reincarnated in the person of 
Hon. J. Thomas Heflin, Congressman from 
Alabama, who, except for the fact that he 
is guilty of the dilettantism of parting his 
name in the middle, is a rare specimes of 
the early nineteenth century southwestern 
statesman, “half hoss and half alligator.” 
Heflin recently made a speech that occu-

The Woman Question in Rome Two 
_ Thousand Years Ago. 
ORATION DELIVERED IN THE FORUM, 2 
B. C. 


If, Romans, every individual among 
us had made it a rule to maintain 
the prerogative and authority of a 
husband with respect to his own wife. 
‘we should have less trouble with the 
whole sex. But now our privileges, 
overpowered at home by female con- 
tumacy, are, even here in the Forum, 
spurned and trodden under foot; and 
because we are unable to withstand 
each separately we now dread their 
collective body. 1 was accustomed to 
think it a fabulous and fictitious tale 
that in a certain island the whole race 
of males was utterly extirpated by a 
conspiracy of the women. 

But the utmost danger may be ap- 
prehended equally from either sex if 
you suffer cabals and secret consulta- 
tions to be held; scarcely indeed can 
a determine, in my own mind, 
whether the act itself, or the prece- 
dent that it affords, is of more perni- 
‘clous tendency. The latter of these 
more particularly concerns us con- 
gsuls and the other magistrates; the 
former, you, my fellow-citizens; for, 
whether the measure proposed = t» 


the State or not is to be determined 
Dy you, who are to vote on the occa- 


pion. 

As to the outrageous behavior of 
these women, whether it be merely 
an act of their own, or owing to your 
fnatigations, Marcus Fundantus and 
Lucius Varelius, it unquestionably 
implies culpable conduct in magis- 
trates. I know not whether it re- 
flects greater disgrace on you, tribune, 
or on the consuls; on you certainly, 
if you have brought these women 
hither for the purpose of raising tri- 
bunitian seditions; on us, if we suffer 
laws to be Imposed upon by a seces- 
gion of women, as was done formerly 
by that of the common people. It was 
not without painful emotions of shame 
that I. just now, made my way into 
the Forum through the midst of a 
band of women. 

Had I not been restrained by the 
respect for the modesty and dignity 
of some individuals among them, 
rather than of the whole number. and 
had been unwilling that they should 
be seen rebuked by a consu!, I should 
mot have refrained from saying to 
them, “What sort of a practice is 
this ot running out into pudlie. be- 
setting the streets, and addressing 
ether women's husbands? Could not 
com have made the same request et 

er husband at home? Are yot 
bandishments more seducing in pub- 
lic than in private, and with other 
women's husbands than with your 
own? Although if females would let 
their modesty confine them within 


their licentiousness. and without your 
interference’? This is the smallest of 
the injunctions laid on them by usage 


with impatience; they long for eithe 


will they not attempt 
come off victorious? 
the institutions respecting the sex, by 
which our forefathers restrained 
their profiigacy and subjected them 
to their husbands; and yet, even with 
the help of all these restrictions, they 
can scarcely be kept within bounds. 
If, then, you suffer them to throw 
these off one by ane, to tear them al! 
asunder, and, at last, to be set on an 
equal footing with yourselves, can 
you imagine they will be any longer 
tolerable? Suffer them once to ar- 
rive at an equality with you, and 
they will from that moment become 
your superiors. 

But, indeed, they only object to any 
new law being made against them; 
they mean to deprecate, not justice, 
but severity. Nay, their wish is that 
a law which you have admitted, es- 
tablished by your 
found in the practice and experience 
of so many years to be beneficial, 
should now be repealed; and that by 
abolishing one law you should weaken 
all the rest. No law perfectly suits 
the convenience of every member of 
the community; the only considera- 
tion is whether, on the whole, it 
would be profitable to the greater 
part. If, because a law proves obnoxi- 
ous to a private individual, it must 
therefore be cancelled and annulled. 
to what purpose is it for the com- 
munity to enact laws, which those, 
whom they were particularly in- 
tended to comprehend, could presently 
repeal? Let us, however, inquire 
what this important affair ia which 
has induced the matrons thus to run 
out into public in this indecorous 
manner, scarcely restraining from 
pushing into the forum and the as- 
sembly of the people.
